A — Conifers  of  Merit  (Insufficiently  known  to  the  trade)

LARIXeuropaea,  European  Larch,  strain  from  Scotland  or  Western  High  Alps, 

resistant  to  the  leaf  shedding  disease . 

PICEA  hursti,  new  and  rare  American  Spruce  from  N.  W.  Ontario  and  British 
Columbia  apparently  intermediate  between  Picea  canadensis  and 
Picea  pungens.  In  habit  similar  to  the  former  and  often  found  in 
specimens  equaling  in  color  a  good  silver  foliaged  Blue  Spruce.

PINUS  montana  uncinata,  this  is  one  of  our  most  useful  Pines  for  soil  con¬ 
servation  and  game  cover.  Thriving  on  any  kind  of  soil,  even  on  wet 
sides,  it  is  invaluable  for  erosion  control  and  protection  against  snow 
and  stone  slides.  As  substitute  for  the  tender  Pinus  pinaster  (maritima) 
it  is  much  planted  in  northern  Europe  on  dunes,  where  it  ultimately 
forms  impenetrable  thickets.  It  also  makes  a  good  shelter  plant  in 
game  and  bird  reservations .

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PSEUDOTSUGA  douglasi  caesia,  a  strain  from  the  Interior  Northwest, 
intermediate  between  glauca  and  viridis.  Originating  in  typical  bad 
land  country  with  severe  winters  and  extreme  heat  and  drought  in 
summer,  this  variety  is  as  hardy  as  glauca.  It  is  much  faster  growing, 
however,  and  has  not  the  tendency  to  lose  its  lower  branches  at  an 
early  age.  Foliage  is  of  pleasant  bluish-green  color.  A  good  forest  tree 
to  plant  where  the  green  form  is  not  hardy  and  a  fine  ornamental  in 

place  of  glauca . . 

TSUGA  caroliniana,  Carolina  Hemlock,  the  handsomest  American  Hemlock 
of  dense  bushy  habit,  hardy  as  far  North  as  this  and  farther  north 
if  planted  in  wind-shelter .
